A Proclamation for a generall Faſt tobe kept 


thorowout the Realm of England. 


He Kings moſt Excellent Majeſtie, obſerving the correcting hand of 


G4d upon the Kingdom in many yecrs Peltilence, the pꝛelent u.terrup- 
tions of that long continued bleſſing of Peace, and other lignes of his 
anger koꝛ the lins of the Land; and leriouſlp conſidering the weighty 
Sd3,}] affuirs of State now in agitation in the high Court of Parliament, out 
ee of His truly Religious heart to God, and His tender care of His King- 
dom and peoples welfare (actoꝛdiag to the pzactiſe ot ptous Kings and 
Pꝛintes in foꝛmer ages, in times of common calamittes, which tontern 
both Punte and people) bath relol ved (with the humble advice of the 
WLoꝛds and Commons now aſſembled in Parltament) by a folemn and 
publike Faſt, in the firſt place to have recourle to the Divine Majeſtie, to umploze his mercy 
and favour to him aid His people, as well fo: removing the pꝛeſent Judgements, as fo2 a 
bleſſing uponthe great Aſtairs and buſineſſes in hand concerning Dis Majeſtte and the Pub⸗ 
like. And therckoze Bis Majeſtic doth hereby ſtrattly charge and command that a generall 
and publike Faſt be kept and holden, as well by abſtinente from Food, as by publike Pꝛapers 
and hearing the wo2d of God, andother ſacred Duties, in all Cathedzall, Collegiate, and Pa⸗ 
rich Churches and Chappels within the City of London, the Suburbs thereof, and the ad- 
joyning Pariſhes of Saint Clement Danes, Saint Giles in the fields, Saint Jamesat Clarkenwell, Saint 
Katharine Tower, Saint Leonard Shoreditch, Saint Martins in the fields, Saint Mary N hitechappell, 
Saint Magdalene Bermond, and Savoy Pariſh, upon Tueldap the ſcventeenth day of this in⸗ 
ſtant Robember: And mall other Cathedꝛall, Collegiate, and Pariſh Churches and Chappels 
within the Kingdom of England, and Dominion of Wales, upon Tueldap the eighth dap of De- 
tember next enſuingthe date hereof : All which His £Pajeſtie doth crpzeſſely charge and com- 
mand ſhall be Reverendly and Devoutly perfoꝛmed by all His loving Subjects, as they ten- 
der the favour of Almighty God, and would avoid his juſt indignation againſt this Land, 
and upon pain of ſuch puniſhmentsas Dis Majeſty may julily inflict upon all ſuch as ſhall ton⸗ 
temn 02 neglect ſo religious a work. 


Given at the Court at Whitehall the eleventh day of November in the ſixteenth 
yeer of His Xlajeſties Reign.
